DIES IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Pretoria. Union of South Africa. Aug1. 


28.—General Louis Botha, premier and 
minister of agriculture of the Union of 
South Africa died suddenly early this 
morning 
following 
an attack 
of In- 


fluenza. 


Louis Botha was born at Oreytowti. 


Natal in 1S63. and was a member of the 
first Voikeraad, of Transvaal, in whfc-h 
he reperesented the district of VryneM. 
At the beginning of the Boer war In 
1899. 
he was veldt cornet for that dis- 


trict. Joining the Boer forces in north- 
ern Natal he soon rose to high com* 
mands. He was in charge of ihe Boer 
forces at the battle of Colenao and 
Spion Kopf. and following the death of 
CSc-neral 1'. I. -loubert. he was mad* 
commander in chief of the Transvaal 
Boers.

WANTS IRISH TO 
FORM OWN PLANS 


New Organization, Opposed 


by Both Sinn Feiners and 
Ulsterites, Would Elect 
Convention Deegates. 


Dublin, July 28.—(By Mall)—The la- 


tent i»roponal put forward lyith a view 
to nettling the Irish Question in to have 
a new convention and to make It an 
elected constituent assembly to prepare 
and publish a detailed scheme for Irish 
Helf-government. 
This 
ttuggeation 
emerges from 
the 
office of the Irish 


Proportional Representative society. 
The lant convention was a nominated 


body chosen by the government and, 
though it included many men of repre- 
sentative iwnitlon, the people had no 
voice in itu Detection* The new conven- 
tion, it Is urged, should give real self- 
determination by letting 
the 
people 
choose their own representatives. 
The argument that Ireland has al 
ready chosen its representatives and 
made them mostly Sinn Fein Republi- 
can!; is met by an examination of the 
figures of the last election with a view 
to proving that the result exaggerated 
the preponderance of the Republicans. 
The contention is that the only true 


way to arrive at Irish opinion is by pro- 
portional representation.' It is suggest- 
ed that the new convention should cbn 
sist of 105 members elected by the ex 
tsting constituencies so grouped aa to 
have ten members for each group, each 
elector having a single 
transferable 


vote. The sole function of the conven- 
tion would be to prepare a scheme of 
self-government 


In Sinn Fein quarters the plan finds 
no favor, and there is no reason to sup- 
|K»se that thay would officially recog- 
nize the new convention any more than 
the old one. The Ulster party, which 
came into the old convention, would be 
hostile to the new one. The antagonists 
on both extretnes "stand pat." 


COURT DISMISSES CASE

Baron, "it in essential that henceforth ] 
honest and courageous efforts be made! 
by all concerned to meet in open discus-! 
sion of the political, economical and so- 
cial problems facing the two nations. 
"A barrier of ignorance, race hatred 


and jealousy has unfortunately substi- 
tuted the innocent isolation which for- 
merly precluded intercourse between 
Japan and the United States. 


"With- the universal acceptance of 
democracy and liberal thought in inter- 
national relations, it 
is time there 


should be a closer and better under- 
stand between the two nations. Let us 
have a real get-together movement; let 
us rub elbows and get acquainted.

suggestions:
